Hensley has made some 
very thoro surveys from year to year 
showing the losses from hog cholera 
to th«* farm ers of N«*w Madrid county. 
When he went on the job early 
in 
1918, he found that th«* hogh cholera 
*■( idemic wa* just as bad as it could 
be and that the losses from that «1 is 
ease wa* running around $180,000 a 
year, 
Tract ¡rally nothing was being 
done to prevent'the spread of the dis­ 
ease and th<-re was much skepticsim 
about vaccination. 
A campaign was 
immediately 
started 
by the bureau. 
Community organizations were form ­ 
ed and in a short time the hog burn­ 
ing and anti-cholera 
vaccine 
cam ­ 
paign was in full swing under com­ 
petent supervision. 


The results of the continues! cam ­ 
paign against hog cholera as shown 
in the reports that Mr. Hensley has 
Worked up from year to year 
show 
that at th«* end of the first year the 
loss has he«*n 
reduced to $100,800. 
The second year loss amounted 
to 
$60,000, and the report just issued in 
April for the past year shows a loss 
of $.‘>2,820. 
At this rate of reducing 
the loss from hog cholera, it will lie 
seen that another year or two will 
clean up the disease entirely. 
It has 
also proved what the leaders of the 
New Madrid county farm bureau be­ 
lieved at first, that is, that farmers 
could vaccinate bogs and do it suc­ 
cessfully. 


Another activity, of no little im­ 
portance to the farm ers of New Mad­ 
rid county, is the Federal Farm Loan 
Association, of which 
County 
Agent 
Hensley is secretary. This association 
has made is possible for many ten­ 
ants in that county to become 
land 
owners. 
Up to the time the govern­ 
ment stopped operations on this act, 
j the New Madrid County association 
| was doing a big business, and since 
| the act has bben upheld, they 
are 
j making plans 
for 
furthering this 
i movement. 
Twenty members in the 
j local association received $112,000 in 
| loans, and the total loans in the as- 
: sociation amounted to $104,900. 


W hile I was in New Madrid county 
j getting the m aterial for this story I 
| visited Xenophon Caverno, 
of Cana- 
lou, who was the first president of the 
county bureau. 
Mr. Caverno, as first 
president, was largely responsible for 
many of the activities of the bureau 
as he worked at the job almost as 
much as County Agent Hensley. 
He 
was always on the job to preside at 
all executive committee meetings and 
originated many 
of 
the ideas that 


have made the local organization uni­ 
que in many respects. He worked o u t 
a classification of farm ers, when the 
war draft was on, whereby the farm ­ 
ers’ sons most necessary to the agri­ 
cultural industry were kept on 
th«* 
farm regardless of their own wish«* 
in the m atter ahd those who Were not 
so necessary had to go. 
I asked Mr, 
Uaverno 
what 
he 
thought of the futur«* of the farm bu- 
rt*au from a county, state and nation­ 
al standpoint. A* he had been a mem­ 
ber of the board of directors on the 
national organization ami a 
member 
of the Economics Committee, I know 
what h«* has to say will be of interest 
to all farm bureau members. 
“I have learned more in this farm 
bureau work than 1 
learned during J each meeting 
my course in the University,” was the 
way he began. 
“ It has been 
the 
greatest educational factor in my ex­ 
istence. 
It has also been of a great 
social benifit to me. 
As to the State ¡th e Missouri Ruraliat. 
ami National organizations I will say j 
................. ...... 
that we have not abandoned our coun­ 
ty, state or national government be­ 
cause of th«* failures they have made 
or on account of poor or unqualified 
men in % power, 
Neither should 
we 
abandon our farm bureau organisation 
on such account. 
Mistakes have been

Washington, May 3.—Hearings on 
highway bill providing for an an­ 
nual appropriation 
of 
$200,000,000, 
continuing for two years, will be be­ 
gun ’n a few days. 
This bill, intro­ 
duced in the Senate by Senator Town­ 
send of Michigan, authorizes the ex­ 
penditure 
of 
$100,000,000 
between 
July, 1921, and July, 1922, and the 
same amount for the succeeding 12- 
month period 
to bo expended 
on 
main highways in co-operation with 
the State Highway Department, the 
states themselves supplying a 
like 
amount. 
Additional sums of $5,000,- 
000 and $10,000,000, respectfully, are 
provided for the same periods for the 
construction and maintenance of roads 
% 
t 
wholly or partly within forest reser­ 
vations. 
States are required to meet fed­ 
eral funds as state units instead of 
t>eing allowed to pass tiheir appoint­ 
ment on to the counties thus drain­ 
ing the latter of their resources as in 
the past. Coincidentally county funds 
•re released for use in the construc­ 
tion of farm to market roads of less­ 
er importance, while the nation and 
states 
are 
permitted to use their 
funds for the main market highway. 
A new formula is introduced in the 
ca<e of those states having 
more 
than 5 per cent of their total area in 
unappropriated public 
lands, 
these 
states no longer being required to 
meet federal funds 
on a fifty-fifty 
basis, although the ratio and amount 
of 
federal 
funds 
appropriated to 
such states remains unchanged.

measure Senator 
Townsend had before him 
President 
Harding’s message to Congress, and,

The sirup may be scented with 
a few drops of oil of anise to attract 
mice and conceal strychnine.

If solution is too wet for se«*d to ab­ 
sorb add a little dry cormneal, if too 
dry add water. 
Place six to twelve traps in every 
second or third row of melons
